Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-25, 35 and 37-39 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
in the agrichemical formulation art or analogous art does not teach or suggest a solid 
formulation comprising 1) sulfur-containing active ingredient solids wherein the active 
ingredient solids emit sulfur-based odors that are objectionable and 2) about 0.01 to 2 
wt% of a masking agent comprising a terpene or oxygenated derivative thereof in an 
amount sufficient to reduce human perception of objectionable odors.
